Some of the Wonderful Pitching Done by Charley Radbourne of the Old 
Providence Grays, Which is Still Remembered.

The fellows who sit in the grand stand rooting for 
their favorite baseball team, want to keep an eye on 
the pitchers this season, because it's going to be a great 
year for curves, and there’s going to be a few new 
twisters go ovef the plate this year. 

Ever since 1879, about which time the curve ball be- 
came Known, it has been gradually improved upon by 
such great men as Ramsey. Radbourne, Keefe, Clark- 
son, Welch, McGinnity, Matthewson and Chesebro, 

Chesebro’s spit ball was thought to be about the 
limit, but now along comes Billy Hoge, of the New 
York Americans, with a bronco ball, which is said to 
buck just like the animal it is named after and make 
the spit ball look like a marble rolling on the surface 
of a spirit level. 

Hogg has been playing three years on the Pacific 
Coast with Seattle and Spokane, so he is notyro. For 
a long time he used efficiently the raise ball—a sort of 
jump—but he could not bring the bronco earthward. 
One day a peculiar motion of the wrist, an extra hinch 
of the digits, bad the desired effect, and, instead of con- 
tinuing to raise, the ball floated down and away. 

He gave it a good tryout when the team was down 
in New Orleans, and it looked like the goods, 

He throws the ball from his side, underhand, very 
much like McGinnity delivers the raised; but, in addi- 
tion, he puts a crimp on the sphere and crooks his 
wrist, suggesting the straightaway work of Wiltse. 

And so Hans Wagner and Lajoie better have their 
bats made a little wider at the ends, or they’ll not break 
into the batting averages this season. 

But the game hasn’t been begun yet, and until it does, 
the great pitching of Chesebro during 1904 stands out 
very brilliantly, and stands as a record in point of 
games pitched and woo, 

But there are a lot of old-timers to~iay who remem- 
ber Charley Radbourne, and who still insist that the 
star twirler of the Providence Grays, who won the 
championship of the National League twenty years 
ago, was the greatest box man that ever faced the home 
plate. Radbourne was a man of iron nerve, indomit- 
able pluck and great courage. He was not a marvel in 
point of strength, but he had a head filled with gray 
matter which he never failed to use, 

The Providence team, which was a crack combina- 
tion in those days, was made up of such players as Joe 
Start, Jack Farrell, John Montgomery Ward, Gross, 
Nava, Clift Carroll, Jerry Denny, Paul Hines, Paul 
Radford and @harley Sweeney. In Sweeney and Rad- 
bourne, the Providence team had the best pitchers in 
the league, but they were different in habits and tem- 
perament, for Sweeney was a bullheaded chap, fond of 
swift-going companions, while Radbourne was just the 
opposite. The Providence team was coming down the 
home stretch in the race for the pennant, and had 
twenty-one games to play. It wasa close fight with the 
Bostons, and the Chicagos were also closing witha 
great spurt, yet, with Sweeney and Radbourne alternat- 
ing in the box, the Providence team looked to have the 
best chance, 

With games left to play, therefore 
Sweeney came to the grounds one day in no condition 
to pitch. But he insisted upon going into the box, and 
nobody had the nerve to refuse him. His curves were 
easy, and he had so little speed that the opposing team 
was soon busy pounding the ball all over the lot. 
Sweeney was black with rage when Capt. Start sug- 
gested that he take a seat on the bench. 

“I'll pitch this game out,’ said he, * 
trouble.”’

Hence, too liberal an allowance of randori 
would defeat the objects for which jiu-do was instituted 
as a civilizing and quieting influence. But the same 
skill may be obtained by the practicing of certain forms 
or tricks, which while perfectly innocuous themselves 
teach the pupil to use the stern reality whenever the 
necessity for it arises.

Marvin Hart was awarded the decision over Jack 
Johnson by Referee Greggains, at the end of the twen- 
tieth round, at Woodward's Pavilion, San 
Cal., on March 28,

THE REFEREE BEAT LINK. 


A man by the name of Bob Clark, who officiated as 
the referee in the wrestling match at Brooklyn, on 
March 28, between Shad Link, of Baltimore, Md., and 
Leo Pardello, by some curious method of reasoning 
pronounced Pardello as the winner of the match, after 
the Italian had been fairly thrown once by Link, and 
had committed a foul by pitching the Baltimorean from 
the platform to the floor. 

The men were to have met to a finish under catch 
as-catch-can rules, but the bout was stopped by the 
police after 24 minutes of work in the second bout. 

From the startit was apparent that Link was Par 
delio’s master, and he secured the first fall in 14 min- 
utes and 30 seconds, pinning bis man’s shoulders firmly 
to the mat, 

After the men bad rested 10 minutes Link assumed 
the aggressive. and without any trouble hurled Pardello 
alloverthe mat. Pardello was angry and broke the 


rules repeatedly. Pardello should have been disquali- 


fied, but the referee allowed the match to go on. At 
the end of 24 minutes Pardello got Link near the end 
of the ring, which was four feet from the level of the 
floor, and tossed him through the ropes, stunning him. 
The fall wasa hard one and Link remained on the 
floor for nearly two minutes in a dazed condition. The 


crowd hissed Pardello's action, but Lefore anything was 
done Link limped into the ring to finish the bout.

Jim Jeffries says he will fight Marvin Hart 
ii the public demands it. As the critical public was 
not favorably impressed by the manner in which Hart 
won from Jack Johnson in atwenty-round battle, there 
will hardly be any crying demand for such an unequal 
match, and Jefiries will have to frame up another 
opponent. Hart did not prove himeelf a first-class 
pugilist. The only thing that he showed in the scrap 
was that he was capable of takinga lot of punishment, 
Johnson’s defeat was as big a surprise to Mart as it was 
to the negro, and although the crowd as a body upheld 
Referee Greggains, he could only find one favorable 
thing to say in Hart’s favor, and that was that he forced 
the fighting. 

At the end of the bout Hart was the worse scarred of 
the two, His face was so puffed and bruised that one 
could hardly recognize him. On the other hand John- 
son was unmari:ed. 

Greggains established his right to his decision be- 
cause Hart had done all the forcing in the contest, 
while Johnson, outside of his admitted cleverness, beld 
on considerably. He devoted himself solely to left 
uppercuts and once In a while brought overa right 
hook. His blows, though, did not have as much steam 
behind them as did Hart's. The Southerner, when he 
landed, hurt bis man. His blows were mostly swings, 
Until the eighth round neither man had wrought any 
damage, although they had wasted a lot of strength 
by wrestling to the ropes. In this round Johnson 
landed hard right hooks and had Hart worried, John- 
son partly closed Ifart’s right eye with such a blow. 

In the first ten rounds Johnson easily demonstrated 
his superiority, and the betting which had opened at 2 
to 1, dropped to 10 to 3 In favor of the colored man, 
But atter that round Hart made a better showing. He 
did not have the better of the going and a draw would 
have been a present to him. Johnson undoubte ily 
prejudiced the referee by holding until he was ready to 
break, when he would drive his rival off with a left or 
right hook. What saved Hart from going out was his 
ability to cover up his Jaw under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, Johnson expended a lot of strength try 
ing to put Hartaway. Had he devoted his attention 
to Hart’s body, the opinion prevails that he would have 
had Hart at his mercy long before the finish. 

In points of cleverness and of blows landed, Johnson, 
according to the majority of those present, landed and 
led all the way. From the ninth round on to the end 
of the twentieth, Hart was bleeding from the nose pro 
fusely. Inapite of this handicap he fought doggedly 
and like a man who would not be beaten. 

What Jeffries would do to Hart it would be a shame

RARELY NOISY 


Can Restrain Their Tempers and Keep 
Their Hands Still.

The story that Terry McGovern, the former feather- 
weight champion, was beaten and knocked out ina 
street fight the other day by a Milwaukee livery stable 
keeper, recalls to mind the fact that rarely it happens 
that a professional fighter can be sufficiently provoked 
to anger as to engage in a brawl or a street fight. 

The boxer learns to keep his temper under provoca- 
tion. He is also made aware of the fact that perhaps 
the other fellow can use his fists a little bit. To the 
people who make war on boxing the gathering together 
of a hundred or more professional pugilists would be 
about the same as the meeting of a bunch of wild cats. 
They would not believe that any great number of fight- 
ers could come together without trouble. But two events 
which came off during the last week prove that when 
the occasion demands it the professional fighter can 
behave himself as well as any other member of the 
community. 

Over in Philadelphia, the National Country Club gave 
a ball in what is called Tuxedo Hall, which is the same 
hall in which the National Athletic Club’s boxing 
shows are held every week. The affair was under the 
management of Jack McGuigan, and the ball was like 
all other affairs of the kind, consisting of a variety of 
dances lasting from late in the evening till well on to 
daylight. Tommy Murphy, the little New York boxer, 
led the march with which the affair opened, and he 
looked the part and carri d | imeelf in a manner which 
many a society youth might envy, and his good physi- 
cal make-up looked as well in an evening suit as it does 
in boxing costume, There were perhaps a hundred 
professional boxers on the floor, and in the spectators’ 
seats during the progress of the ball and yet during the 
whole evening not an angry word wasspoken. There 
was no misconduct of any kind, and the affair passed 
off in a manner that would do credit to any social 
organization. Yet many of the boxers who were pres- 
ent had met in contests and would do so at any time 
that the financial inducements were sufficient. 

On the night following only a few blocks away an- 
other ball was held, under the management of Joe 
Grim, the Italian champion, assisted by Michael Cos- 
tello and Charles Nardella, sporting men prominent in 
the Italian district. Grim,in the conventional dress 
suit, led the march, and acted as floor manager during 
the balance of the evening. Here, as at the National 
Club, there were any number of professional boxers, 
men who would fight long and hard if they were paid 
for it, but who were out on this occasion for an even- 
ing’s enjoyment with their wives, sisters and sweet- 
hearts. Most of the attendance was made up of mem- 
bers of the Italian population. They were out for a 
night’s pleasure, and they had it to their hearts’ con- 
tent. It was almost daylight when the gathering broxe 
up, but during the many hours that the ball lasted there 
was not a loud or vulgar word or action from anyone, 
and it would have been hard to have found a better
